J. Skwierawski, in the present application. It is respectfully submitted that the 
statement(s) regarding the "Substance of Interview", and all other information, 
as set forth within the Interview Summary document is accurate and is herein 
adopted by Applicant. 

PENDING CLAIMS LISTING 

Claims 1-13 were pending, under consideration and subjected to 
examination in the Office Action. Appropriate claims have been amended, 
canceled and/or added (without prejudice or disclaimer) in order to adjust a 
clarity and/or focus of Applicant's claimed invention. That is, such changes 
are unrelated to any prior art or scope adjustment and are simply refocused 
claims in which Applicant is presently interested. At entry of this paper. 
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Claims 1-20 will be pending for further consideration and examination in the 
application. 

ALL REJECTIONS UNDER 35 USC '102 AND '103 - TRAVERSED 

All 35 USC rejections (i.e., the 35 USC '102 rejection and the 35 USC 
'103 rejection) are respectfully traversed. However, such rejections have 
been rendered obsolete by the present clarifying amendments to Applicant's 
claims, and accordingly, traversal arguments are not appropriate at this time. 
However, Applicant respectfully submits the following to preclude renewal of 
any such rejections against Applicant's clarified claims. That is, insofar as any 
such rejection applies to Applicant's presently-clarified claims. Applicant 
respectfully submits the following. 

More particularly, reiterating the Examiner statement in the 14 July 
2010 Interview Summary document, such document states, "Proposed 
amendments appear to overcome prior art." Amendments which are 
comparable to the claim 1 amendments discussed during the examiner 
interview, have been made to each of the independent claims. Accordingly, it 
is respectfully submitted that each of the independent claims overcomes the 
previously-applied art. 

As a result of all of the foregoing, it is respectfully submitted that the 
applied art would not support a '102 anticipatory-type rejection or '103 
obviousness-type rejection of Applicant's claims. Accordingly, reconsideration 
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and withdrawal of such '102 and '103 rejections, and express written 
allowance of all of the rejected claims, are respectfully requested.
